COMITE 1 - KOREA, DISARMAMENT 

ROK FONMIN TOLD COMITE NOV. 15 THAT FOR PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION 
TO BECOME REALITY WAR MUST BE PREVENTED, TENSION REDUCED, AND 
DIALOGUE ACCELERATED TO REMOVE ARTIFICIAL BARRIER BETWEEN SOUTH 
AND NORTH KOREA. SCALI STATED IT WOULD BE FOOLHARDY TO 
TERMINATE UNC UNTIL IMPROVED ARRANGEMENT COULD BE DEVISED BY 
SC TO REPLACE IT. US, HE SAID, WAS READY TO WITHDRAW ITS 
FORCES FROM KOREA WHENEVER ROK REQUESTED IT OR WHENEVER 
LASTING PEACE WAS ACHIEVED IN THAT COUNTRY. ZAIRE REP, WHILE 
FAVORING ALGERIAN RES, WOULD PREFER DRAFT PUT FORWARD JOINTLY 
BY TWO KOREAS. OTHER SPEAKERS - USSR, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, CUBA - 
ALL CALLED FOR WITHDRAWAL FOREIGN FORCES AND LIQUIDATION OF 
UNC, OPPOSED ADMISSION TO UN OF TWO KOREAS, AND CALLED PRESENCE 
OF DPRK GREAT VICTORY. RES ON ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
CONSEQUENCES OF ARMAMENTS RACE (L. 656), WHICH WOULD REQUEST 
SYG STUDY, WAS APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE. TWO RESES ON ENDING 
NUCLEAR TESTING - L. 65 1 CALLING FOR HALT TO ALL NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON TESTS WITHOUT DELAY, AND L. 652/REV. 1 CALLING FOR 
HALT TO WEAPON TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS AND INSISTING THEY 
BE DISCONTINUED IN ATMOSPHERE - WERE ADOPTED 92-5-27IUS) 

AND 67-7-50IUS), RESPECTIVELY. 

USSR - MALIK ARGUED UN'S MAIN EFFORT SHOULD BE TO ELIMINATE 
ALL FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN KOREAN AFFAIRS, INCLUDING WITHDRAWAL 
ALL FOREIGN FORCES AND LIQUIDATION OF UNC. ADMISSION OF 
"TWO KOREAS" TO UN WOULD ONLY CREATE FURTHER OBSTACLES TO 
REUNIFICATION AND KOREA COULD ONLY JOIN UN AS SINGLE STATE, 

OR AT VERY LEAST AFTER ESTABLISHMENT OF CONFEDERATION. HE 
DENOUNCED UNCURK AND UNC AT LENGTH, SAID IF ROK REALLY WANTED 
TO REDUCE TENSIONS IT WOULD AGREE TO DPRK'S PROPOSALS ON 
REDUCTION OF FORCES, AND STATED ASIAN COUNTRIES WITHOUT 
EXCEPTION SHOULD COLLECTIVELY PROMOTE SECURITY ON CONTINENT. 

ROK - FONMIN YONG SHIK KIM EXTENDED WELCOME TO "OUR BROTHERS 
FROM NORTH," AND HOPED UN WOULD REACH CONSTRUCTIVE CONCLUSIONS 
WHICH COULD HELP DEVELOP SOUTH NORTH DIALOGUE AIMED AT MAINTENANCE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF PEACE AND ULTIMATE UNIFICATION OF KOREA. HE PAID TRIBUTE 
TO UNCURK, AND SAID DISSOLUTION OF UNC "WOULD MEAN ELIMINATION 
OF PRINCIPAL PART TO ARMISTICE AGREEMENT AND, CONSEQUENTLY, 

ITS VIRTUAL INVALIDATION." IN HIS VIEW, SC SHOULD TAKE UP 
QUESTION OF UNC WHEN TENSION WAS LESSENED. HE BELIEVED DRAFT 
RES SUBMITTED BY ALGERIA AND OTHERS 

ARTICULATED UNCOMPROMISING NORTH KOREAN ARGUMENT, WHILE 
AUSTRALIAN DRAFT REPRESENTED APPROACH BASED ON REALITIES. 

SEPARATE ADMISSION OF ROK AND NK TO UN WOULD BY NO MEANS 
JEOPARDIZE EFFORTS FOR REUNIFICATION OF KOREA, FONMIN SAID. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA - VEJVODA CALLED FOR DISSOLUTION OF UNCURK, 

ABOLITION OF USE OF UN FLAG BY FOREIGN FORCES, AND WITHDRAWAL 
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ALL FOREIGN TROOPS FROM KOREA. HE SUPPORTED DPRK'S FIVE-POINT 
PROGRAM FOR ENDING CONFRONTATION AND BRINGING ABOUT 
REUNIFICATION, AND OPPOSED ADMISSION TO UN OF TWO PARTS 
OF KOREA, WHICH REPRESENTED EFFORT TO PERPETUATE DIVISION. 

CUBA - ALARCON DE QUESADA DECLARED KOREA WAS ONE NATION 
AND ITS ARTIFICIAL DIVISION WAS RESULT OF NORTH AMERICAN 
AGGRESSION. HE DENOUNCED UNCURK AND "SO-CALLED" UNC, WHICH 
WAS MERELY GUISE FOR "YANKEE AGGRESSION," AND SAID ADMITTING 
TWO PARTS OF KOREA TO UN WOULD BE CONSOLIDATING DIVISION. 

ZAIRE - BAKAN'SASI BELIEVED TREND TOWARD REUNIFICATION SHOULD 
BE ENCOURAGED THROUGH SINCERE DIALOGUE BETWEEN TWO PARTIES. 

IF POLICY OF UNITY SUCCEEDED, ONE STATE WOULD BE ADMITTED TO 
UN; IF THAT POLICY FAILED, THEN TWO KOREAS SHOULD BE ADMITTED. 

HE WOULD PREFER TO SEE DRAFT RES PUT FORWARD JOINTLY BY TWO 
KOREAS, AND STILL THOUGHT SUCH DEVELOPMENT POSSIBLE. 

US - SCALI WAS DISAPPOINTED AT TONE OF DEBATE SO FAR; IT WAS 
OWED TO THOSE WHO SACRIFICED THEIR LIVES THAT MATTER BE 
TACKLED WITH COMPASSION AND DIGNITY BY COMITE. RHETORIC IN 
COMITE HAD BEEN HARDLY IN KEEPING WITH DESIRE FOR SEEKING 
WAYS TO REUNIFY COUNTRY PEACEFULLY. HE WAS IMPRESSED BY 
ROK REP'S POSITIVE ATTITUDE. SUPPORTING UNCURK’S 
RECOMMENDATION IT BE DISSOLVED, HE SAID IF SITUATION IN KOREA 
WERE NORMAL UN WOULD NOT NOW BE DISCUSSING IT. IT WOULD BE 
FOOLHARDY TO TERMINATE UNC UNTIL IMPROVED ARRANGEMENT COULD 
BE DEVISED BY SC TO REPLACE IT. US, HE SAID, WAS READY TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITHDRAW ITS FORCES FROM KOREA WHENEVER ROK REQUESTED IT 
OR WHEN LASTING PEACE ACHIEVED IN KOREA. HE REGRETTED NK 
NOT YET READY TO TAKE ON PRIVILEGES AND OBLIGATIONS ENTAILED 
IN UN MEMBERSHIP; IT SHOULD BE MADE CLEAR THAT THEIR ABSENCE 
FROM UN WAS SELF-IMPOSED. SCALI WAS CONFIDENT GREAT MAJORITY 
FAVORED CONCILIATION RATHER THAN CONFRONTATION AND WOULD 
THEREFORE SUPPORT RES OF WHICH US WAS COSPONSOR. (REPEATED INFO 
AMEMBASSY SEOUL, COMUSKOREA SEOUL) 

- DISARMAMENT RESES - 

ON ESCAR RES (L. 656), BRAZIL HAD RESERVATIONS, UK’S SUPPORT 
WAS ON UNDERSTANDING THERE WAS NO REQUEST FOR NEW SUBSTANTIVE 
REPORT, AND FRANCE RESERVED POSITION ON MODALITIES OF BRINGING 
ABOUT REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS. 

IN EXPLANATION OF VOTES ON TEST BAN RESES, MANY COMMENTS RELATED 
TO OP PARA 3 ("INSISTS THAT NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES WHICH HAVE 
BEEN CARRYING OUT NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS IN ATMOSPHERE DIS- 
CONTINUE SUCH TESTS FORTHWITH") OF L. 652/REV. 1 . SENEGALESE 
REP SAID RES WAS TAINTED WITH HYPOCRISY, AND UPPER VOLTA 
EXPRESSED SIMILAR VIEW. SIERRA LEONE FAILED TO SEE WHY RES 
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TERMED HYPOCRITICAL, AND NANDEN (FIJI) SUGGESTED 

HYPOCRITES WERE THOSE WHO KNEW CAUSE WAS RIGHT BUT WOULD NOT 

VOTE FOR IT. FRG FAVORED CESSATION OF ALL TYPES OF TETS 

BUT COULD NOT VOTE FOR EITHER RES BECAUSE OF LACK OF BALANCE. 

OTHERS SPECIFICALLY MENTIONING OP PARA 3 WERE: DAHOMEY, 

INDIA, IRAN, IRELAND, SRI LANKA, PAKISTAN, SAUDI ARABIA, KUWAIT, 
KENMARK, YUGOSLAVIA, CAMEROON AND MALTA. 

MARTIN EXPLAINED US COULD NOT VOTE FOR EITHER DRAFT: 

L. 652/REV. 1 IMPLIED NEGOTIATIONS FOR ELABORATING CTB TREATY 
SHOULD BE STARTED IMMEDIATELY REGARDLESS OF WHETHER ADEQUATE 
PREPARATIONS MADE, AND USDEL CONSIDERED OP PARA 2 OF L. 651 
NOT COMPATIBLE WITH US POSITION ON VERIFICATION. PORTUGUESE 
REP ALSO MENTIONED ABSENCE OF ADEQUATE VERIFICATION. GABON 
WOULD VOTE AGAINST BOTH RESES BECAUSE FAVORABLE VOTE WOULD 
MEAN ENDORSING DIVISION OF WORLD INTO THOSE AUTHORIZED TO 
HAVE NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND THOSE WHO WERE NOT. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHUANG YEN (CHINA) FOUND DESIRE FOR BAN AGAINST NUCLEAR 
TESTS UNDERSTANDABLE, BUT SAID HALT TO TESTING WOULD NOT 
AFFECT COLOSSAL NUCLEAR ARSENALS OF SUPERPOWERS. USSR WANTED 
INTIMIDATE PEOPLE OF VARIOUS COUNTRIES INTO SUBMISSION. 

BAN ON TESTING HAD TO BE LINKED WITH DESTRUCTION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. AFTER FURTHER DENUNCIATION OF SOVIETS, HE SAID 
CHINA WAS READY TO STOP ALL NUCLEAR TESTS "BUT NEVER BEFORE 
COMPLETE PROHIBITION AND THOROUGH DESTRUCTION OF ALL NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS BY SUPERPOWERS AND ALL NUCLEAR COUNTRIES." 

CHINA WOULD VOTE AGAINST BOTH DRAFTS. 

ROSHCHIN (USSR) REPLIED AT LENGTH TO CHINA, 

POINTING OUT CHINA S REFUSAL TO COOPERATE IN INTERNATIONAL 
MEETINGS ON DISARMAMENT HAD TO BE STRESSED, WELL AS ITS REFUSAL 
TO LIMIT ARMS RACE. HE SAID MORATORIUM WOULD NOT SOLVE 
PROBLEM AND HE WOULD ABSTAIN ON BOTH RESES. OTHERS EXPLAINING 
VOTES INCLUDED: PAKISTAN, MALI, PERU, ITALY. BRAZIL AND 
ETHIOPIA. 

OP PARA 1 (CONDEMNING ONCE AGAIN WITH UTMOST VIGOR ALL NUCLEAR 
WEAPON TESTS) OF L. 651 WAS APPROVED 83-4(ALBANIA, CHINA, 

FRANCE, PORTUGAL)-4 1 . RES AS WHOLE WAS ADOPTED 92-5(ALBANIA, 

CHINA, FRANCE, GABON. PORTUGAL)-27( 1 1 BLOC, ALGERIA, 

BAHAMAS, BELGIUM. CAR, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, FRG, GREECE, 

IRAQ, ITALY, JAPAN, LUXEMBOURG, NETHERLANDS, SA, TURKEY, 

UK, US), WITH ABSENTEES EL SALVADOR, EG, GAMBIA. HAITI, 

MALAWI, MALDIVES, MAURITANIA, MAURITIUS, NICARAGUA, PANAMA 
AND SOMALIA. VOTES WERE THEN EXPLAINED BY FRANCE, ARGENTINA, 

JAPAN, MONGOLIA AND CANADA. 

OP PARA 3 OF L. 652/REV. 1 WAS APPROVED 58-6(ALBANIA, CHINA. 

FRANCE, GABON, IRELAND, PORTUGAL)-55. FRENCH REP THEN 
STATED THAT RETENTION OF THAT PARA MADE DRAFT DISCRIMINATORY 
AGAINST FRANCE AND CHINA, WHILE TWO "GREATEST" NUCLEAR 
POWERS WERE VIRTUALLY AUTHORIZED TO CONTINUE THEIR TESTING. 

RES AS WHOLE WAS ADOPTED 67-7(ALBANIA, CHINA, FRANCE, 

GABON, PORTUGAL, SAUDI ARABIA, SENEGAL )-50(INCLUDING 1 1 BLOC, 

US, UK, 16 ARABS, SA). 

UNDER RIGHTS OF REPLY, FRENCH REFERRED TO RESERVATION GOF 
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WOULD NOT ACCEPT ICJ JURISDICTION REGARDING NATIONAL 
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DEFENSE MATTERS, AND FIJI RESPONDED. CHINESE REPLIED TO SOV 
REP'S UNREASONABLE ATTACK ON CHINA, AND SOV REP MADE COUNTER 
REPLY. 

GA PLENARY - UN-OAU COOPERATION 

GA CALLED FOR CONTINUED COOPERATION BETWEEN UN AND OAU AND 
REAFFIRMED UN'S INTENTION, IN COOPERATION WITHOAU, TO 
INTENSIFY ITS EFFORTS TO "FIND SOLUTION TO PRESENT GRAVE 
SITUATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA." IT ALSO DREW SC'S ATTENTION 
TO NEED TO TAKE EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO ASSOCIATE OAU 
REGULARLY WITH ALL ITS WORK CONCERNING AFRICA. ACTION 
WAS TAKEN DEC. 15 WHEN GA ADOPTED DRAFT RES (L. 706), 

COSPONSORED BY 37 AFRICAN STATES, 92-2(PORTUGAL, SA)-3(BRAZIL, 

SPAIN, US). CHINA WAS ABSENT WHEN VOTE TAKEN BUT LATER 
ANNOUNCED IT WOULD HAVE VOTED FOR RES. 

IN DEBATE ON ITEM, OGBU (NIGERIA) INTRODUCED DRAFT RES AND 
CITED NEED FOR SANCTIONS AGAINST SA AND PORTUGAL. ZENTAR 
(MOROCCO), AS NOVEMBER AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN, SAID "NON-ALIGNED" 
AWARE OF "DIZZYING ASCENT OF HEGEMONIES." ANTOSYAK (USSR) 

ALLUDED TO IMPORTANCE OF WDC AND ROB PROPOSALS AND PRAISED 
AFRICAN BREAKS WITH ISRAEL. IN EXPLAINING VOTE, UK HAD 
RESERVATIONS ON WORD "CRIMINAL," AND ON OP PARA 4, AND 
OPPOSED USE OF VIOLENCE FOR POLITICAL ENDS. PORTUGUESE REP 
IN PRINCIPLE HAD NOTHING AGAINST COLLABORATION BETWEEN UN 
AND OAU; HOWEVER, WHAT WAS ENVISAGED BY DRAFT RES WAS THAT 
UN ENDORSE OAU’S SUPPORT OF TERRORIST MOVEMENTS BASED IN 
FOREIGN TERRITORIES AND RECEIVING MORAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 
FROM FOREIGN POWER. SOUTH AFRICAN REP EXPRESSED SIMILAR VIEW. 
FOLLOWING VOTE, FRENCH REP ALSO INDICATED RESERVATIONS, 
PARTICULARLY ON OP PARA 4, AN STATED ORGANIZATION SHOULD NOT 
BE GIVENPRIVILEGES NOT AVAILABLE TO MEMBER STATE. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 

COMITE NOV 15 ADOPTED FIVE DRAFT RESES ON APARTHEID POLICIES 
OF S. AFRICA AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY THREE REPS OF WORLD 
PEACE COUNCIL (WPC). "OMNIBUS" PROPOSAL (L.284) UNDER 
WHICH GA WOULD, AMONG OTHER THINGS, REQUEST SC "CONSIDER 
URGENTLY SITUATION IN SA AND AGGRESSIVE ACTIONS OF SA REGIME" 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH VIEW TO TAKING CHAPTER VII ACTIONS, CONDEMN ACTIONS 
OF STATES "COLLABORATING" WITH SA, AND REAFFIRM "LEGITIMACY 
OF STRUGGLE OF OPPRESSED PEOPLE OF SA BY ALL MEANS AVAILABLE" WAS 
ADOPTED BY 84-3(PORTUGAL, UK, US) - 23. RES (L.282 REV.2), 
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ON ACTION BY INTERGOVERNMENTAL AND NGOS AGAINST APARTHEID, 
WHICH ENVISAGES "CONF OF EDUCATORS, WRITERS, AND OTHER 
INTELLECTUALS TO DISCUSS THEIR ROLE IN STRUGGLE AGAINST 
APARTHEID", WAS ADOPTED 99-0-1 1 (BELGIUM, FRANCE, FRG, 

GREECE, ISRAEL, MALAWI, NETHERLANDS, PORTUGAL, SWAZILAND, 

UK, US). RES ON DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON APARTHEID 
(L.269 REV.l), WHICH PROVIDES FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF 
UN INFORMATION CENTER IN INDEPENDENT AFRICAN STATE NEAR 
SA, "TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES 
OF HOST COUNTRY", WAS ADOPTED 107-0-3(PORTUGAL, US, UK). 

RES ON INTENSIFICATION AND COORDINATION OF UN ACTION AGAINST 
APARTHEID (L.281 REV.l) WAS ADOPTED 105-1(PORTUGAL)-5(FRANCE, 
ISRAEL, MALAWI, UK, US). FINAL RES (L.283), WHICH APPEALED 
FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO UN TRUST FUND FOR SA PROVIDING ASSISTANCE 
TO PERSONS "PERSECUTED UNDER REPRESSIVE AND DISCRIMINATORY 
LEGISLATION" IN SA, NAMIBIA, AND S. RHODESIA WAS ADOPTED 
108(US)-0-l (PORTUGAL). CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED THAT COMITE HAD 
COMPLETED CONSIDERATION OF FIRST ITEM ON AGENDA AND EXPRESSED 
HOPE CONSIDERATION OF NEXT ITEM, RELATING TO UNRWA, 

COULD BE COMPLETED BY VOTING ON NOV 16. 

IN EXPLANATION OF VOTES, UK REP SAID UK SYMPATHIZED AND 
SHARED MOTIVES OF SPONSORS BUT SAW NO SERVICE TO UN OR CAUSE 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN SA IN ADOPTION OF IMPRACTICAL RESES WHICH 
WERE BOUND TO BE INEFFECTIVE. BRAZIL WOULD SUPPORT 
RESES BUT HAD SOME RSERVATIONS AND PARTICULARLY OPPOSED 
USE OF FORCE. AMB SCHAUFELE (US) SAID RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
OMNIBUS RES WERE IMPRACTICAL AND COUNTER-PRODUCTIVE; US 
OPPOSED USE OF FORCE TO GAIN MAJORITY RULE. HE SAID 
SPECIALIZED UN AGENCIES HAD SPECIFIC TECHNICAL TASKS WHICH 
MUST BE PERFORMED WITHOUT POLITICAL DISTRACTIONS, AND CUTBACKS 
IN FOREIGN INVESTMENT WOULD ADVERSELY AFFECT NON-WHITES. 
SCHAUFELE SAID US VOTE FOR UN TRUST FUND DID NOT OBLIGE 
CONTRIBUTION; SAID INFORMATION CENTER EXPENSIVE AND PROBABLY 
INEFFECTIVE. 

CHANDRA, SCHAFFER, AND RANDRIAMIHASINORA OF WPC OUTLINED WPC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EFFORTS TO ROUSE WORLD OPINION CONCERNING APARTHEID AND 
NOTED PAST COOPERATION WITH UN, AND SAID UN SHOULD COOPERATE 
MORE WITH NGOS STRUGGLING AGADP000 
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COMITE 2 - OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT 

COMITE NOV 15 CONTINUED DEBATE ON OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES FOR 
DEVELOPMENT. COMITE HAS BEFORE IT DRAFT RES (L.1306) WHICH 
WOULD HAVE GA WELCOME INCREASING TREND TOWARD SUPPORT OF 
CDF AND RES (L.1038) WHICH WOULD CONVENE SPECIAL PLEDGING 
CONF FOR VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS TO UNICEF. IN DEBATE, 
DJERMAKOYE, COMMISSIONER FOR TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, SAID 
VALUE OF 1972 PROJECTS WAS $66 MILLION, AS COMPARED TO 
$61 AND $60 MILLION IN 1971 AND 1970 RESPECTIVELY. HE
